Accreditation of Visitin g Foreign Media 

All foreign media who would like to cover United States President Barak Obama's speech in 
Cairo must request accreditation from the Cairo Foreign Press Center. 

Accreditation Steps 

1 Prepare an accreditation request letter 

Media organizations seeking accreditation should provide a signed letter on 
their official letterhead requesting accreditation, including the following information for 
each member of the delegation: 
o Full Name 

o Occupation 
o Nationality 
o Passport Number 

2 Fill out the attached accreditation application form 

. Each member of the application must fill out and sign the attached accreditation 
application form. 

3 Attach photocopies/scan of each applicant's passport information page 

. A photocopy/scan of each applicant's passport information page should be attached to 
the accreditation request letter. If sent by email the file name of the jpeg of the scan 
should be the media organization's name and the applicant's name. 

Outdoor Activity Permits 

Media delegations planning to undertake outdoor activities (photography, video, street 
interviews, etc.) must provide a list of locations and the details of the activrt.es to be 
undertaken at each location, as well as be accompanied by an SIS Press Officer to facilitate 
said activities. 

The aforementioned list should be attached to the accreditation request letter. 



Interview Requests 



Media organizations may request the assistance of SIS to arrange interviews with 
Egyptian governmental officials. 



Interview requests should be provided in the form of an official letter addressed to the 
government agency in question. 

Interview request letters should be attached to the accreditation request letter. 

The letter should include: 
o A brief overview of the media organization; 

o The issues to be addressed in the interview; 

The names and occupations of the journalists who will be conducting the 

interview; 

o The suggested format of the interview; 

o The suggested date of the interview. 



Customs Clearance 



Media organizations that will be bringing equipment into Egypt (television cameras 
etc ) will be provided customs clearance assistance by SIS. To facilitate this process each 
media organization should provide a list of equipment to brought into Egypt, includmg: 



Type 
o Make 
o Model 
o Serial Number 



A copy of the list should be attached to the accreditation request letter, and the media 
delegation should keep a second copy on-hand to use at Airport customs. 

Upon departure, media delegations are kindly requested to visit the SIS Cairo 
Internationa, Airport Press Center to certify the re-exportation of the equipment brought 
into Egypt. 

Accreditation Deadlines a nd Credentials Distribution 

• The deadline for accreditation requests is May 29, 2009. 

Media delegations can pick up their accreditation credentials at the SIS Cairo Foreign 
Presscenter beginning June 1, 2009. 

Security Credentials for access to the location of President Obama s speech will be 
available on June 3, 2009 at the SIS Cairo Foreign Press Center.
